In response to the Office Action dated October 2, 2002, and further to the 
Amendment filed on January 2, 2003, please reconsider the above-identified application 
in view of the following remarks. 

In the Advisory Action mailed on January 30, 2003, the Examiner alleged that the 
Declaration filed on January 2, 2003 under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 is ineffective to overcome 
the rejection over U.S. Patent No. 6,172,330. The Examiner alleged that the evidence 
submitted is insufficient to establish a reduction to practice of the invention in this 
country or a NAFTA or WTO member country. The Examiner further alleged that under 
37 U.S.C. § 1 .1 31 (a), "the inventor of the subject matter of the rejected claim" needs to 
establish that the "invention of the subject matter of the rejected claim" is "prior to the 
effective date of the reference. Applicants strongly disagree.

The Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 was NOT filed for the purpose of 
establishing a reduction to practice, but rather, as clearly described in the Amendment 
filed on January 2, 2003, for the purpose of establishing that Mr. Yamamoto and Mr. 
Morimoto, who are inventors in both the present application and U.S. Patent No. 
6,172,330, invented all of the subject matter disclosed In U.S. Patent No. 6,172,330 and 
relied upon in the prior art rejection of the claims of the present application, as set forth 
in MPEP 715.01(a). Thus, the Declaration was filed for the purpose of establishing that 
the invention of U.S. Patent No. 6,172,330 was NOT invented "by another". 

MPEP 715.01(a) clearly sets forth that a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 or 
a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132 may be used for this purpose. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that, contrary to the Examiner's 
allegations, the Declaration under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 is effective to disqualify U.S. 
Patent No. 6,172,330 as prior art in the present application. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of the claims over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,172,330. 

In view of the foregoing remarks and the amendments and remarks filed on 
January 2, 2003, Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 5 and 6 are allowable over 
the prior art for the reasons described above. Claims 7-1 0 are dependent upon Claim 
5, and are therefore allowable for at least the reasons that Claim is allowable. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully submit 
that this Application is in condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt 
allowance are respectfully solicited.
